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THE PRINTERS’ STRIKE. 


The Typographical Union and the 
Typothetae to Fight. 


The First of the Year Likely to See the Beginning of a 
National Battle Between the Employing Printers 
and the Members of the Unions — The 
Paper Business Will Suffer. 





With strikes in forty-three cities scattered through dif- 
ferent States, the International Typographical Union begins 
its battle for the eight hour day, promising that if the 
employing printers do not yield by January 1 the strike 
will be made general. In other words, unless employers 
yield to the demands of the unions all union printers are to 
be called out the first of the year, and it is declared by 
those high in authority in the unions that the fight will not 
cease until employers yield to the demands. 

Employers have known about this, and in so far as possi- 
ble have prepared for the struggle. The United Typothete 
of America has been strengthening its forces and educat- 
ing its members up to the fact that a long, hard battle is 
imminent, and that staying qualities are absolutely essen- 
tial. In other words, all members of the Typothete have 
been plainly told that the fight is coming and that the only 
way to win is for all to stand together and absolutely 
refuse to concede a point to the unions, on the ground 
that one concession, even, will weaken the Typothete and 
strengthen the unions. 

What effect will the strike have upon the consumption of 
paper? Upon the answer to that question depends much 
of the prosperity of the paper trade during the next few 
months, possibly longer. If the unions really succeed in 
closing a large proportion of the printing offices through- 
out the country, as they claim they can do, then orders for 
paper must necessarily be reduced, how much no one can 
say. If, on the other hand, the strike is to be merely per- 
functory, the paper market will not be much affected. But 
however it may turn out, the prospect of trouble is more or 
less disturbing and is affecting, to some extent at least, the 
buying of paper. 

One effect is seen in the refusal of printers to make con- 
tracts for paper, because they say they do not know how 
the strike will affect their business. Clauses are being put 
into contracts for printing which relieve printers from 
responsibility for failure to deliver printing when the fail» 
ure is due to strikes. Some printers want paper makers to 
rélieve them from contracts to take paper if they are sub- 
jected to the strike evil. Other attempts to escape the 
damages incident to the strike are made by different 
printers, all of which are causing more or less disturbance 
of ‘business in the paper industry. 

Another feature of the question is the possible removal 
of some large publishing houses to country towns where 
unions are not so powerful and where discontent among 
employees is less likely. Previous demands of the unions 
have already had some influence in this direction, and Bing- 
hamton, N. Y.; Brattleboro, Vt.; Harrisburg, Pa., and some 
other inland cities and towns have become more or less 
important publishing centres. Contracting printers who 
have large work are located in all these places, and the 
menace in the present situation is causing others to look 
about for locations. 

The Typothete is supported in its position by practically 
all the manufacturers’ associations in the country. All 
members of these associations have been urged to be pa- 
tient with printers in the event of a strike, to put off or- 
dering printing as long as possible and to support the em- 
ployers in every possible way. Where printing must be

used it is suggested that orders be placed now 
been done in the past few weeks and is still being done 
Some printing offices are running nights to get out all the 
work possible before the close of the year. But even 
though all these things are being done to assist the em 
ployers, it is none the less true that the paper trade must 
suffer severely in the event of a general strike taking place 
in January 

The relative strength of the opponents becomes of in 
terest in this connection. John MacIntyre, secretary of 
“We have no occasion to ask quar 
ter; neither shall we give quarter. We have the sinews 
of war, and we shall fight this demand to the end regard 
less of cost.’ Demands of the unions during the past six 
years have increased the wage cost 33 1-3 per cent., and the 
granting of this demand would add still more. Printing 
will shortly become prohibitive under such conditions. We 
are confident of winning because in the past two years 
opponents of the Typothete have won only sixteen vic-

tories.” 

It is declared that other unions are preparing to sup 
port the printers. The Typographical Union declares that 
it will have unlimited money with which to fight the em- 
ployers and intimates that sympathetic strikes will surely 
follow the failure of the employers to grant the demands 
of the unions. President Lynch is confident that the Ty- 
pographical unions will win, and warns those who think 
that this demand is to be lightly regarded that it will be 
a fight to a finish, and that the unions are certain to win, 
since employers cannot obtain men. How determined the 
unions are is shown by the fact that a strike has been or 
dered at the Butterick Publishing Company, New York, 
the largest single publishing house in the world, all its 
departments being included. The company was prepared 
for the strike. It has a hotel in its new building, where 
it cares for its employees, and it is in a position to carry 
on its business regardless of labor interference. If its 
work should stop it would be a severe loss to the paper 
trade, since it buys immense quantities of book paper, news 
paper and tissue paper. But the company says it is amply 
able to cope with its difficulties and assures patrons that 
its work will go on as usual! 

A significant fact in connection with the Typothetz is 
the addition of some powerful names to the executive com 
mittee. A. N. Doubleday, of Doubleday, Page & Co.; W. 
A. Brady, of the S. S. McClure Company, and John W 
Hill, of the Hill Publishing Company, are all members of 
the committee. These men are known to be energetic 
fighters. Never before have such men taken any interest 
in the affairs of the Typothetz, excepting, possibly, to sub- 
scribe to its funds in a perfunctory way. But the impor- 
tance of the coming struggle has forced them to become 
active in the work and to use their influence, as far as 
possible, to prevent further union encroachment. 

The situation which actually confronts the paper manu 
facturers today is one that, while it is serious enough, still 
has many elements of encouragement in it. The strike is 
coming. That much appears certain. With all the forces 
now employed in favor of the Typothetz, however, the 
prospects are that the battle will be a severe one. But as print 
ing must be done, the consumers of printing are being ad 
vised not to become impatient and clamor for their work 
before the readjustment comes which is prophesied to fol- 
low closely the going out of the men. This fight must be 
settled some time, and employees say it might as well be 
now as any time. The effect will be more or less injurious, 
but by no means disastrous, so the employing printers say, 
and in the end they claim that the paper manufacturers will 
be gainers, as there will be greater stability in the print 
ing business. When the fight is over orders will be enough 
larger, they predict, to compensate for any loss manufac-

Trial of Canadian Wood in Norway. 


At Lloyd’s mill in Hénefos, a careful test has been made 
of Canadian wood as material for making pulp. Describ- 
ing the test, Mr. Wahlstrom, the superintendent, said to 
Mr. Phillips, of the British Paper Maker: “Mr. Frank 
Lloyd was curious to know how Canadian wood would 
pulp at Hoénefos, and so he ordered a shipment of wood 
from the Shawinigan Falls district, in the Province of 
Quebec, which is the same wood which the Belgo-Canadian 
Company and the Laurentide Company are using. I ground 
the wood, and found that it produced pulp about equal to 
good Norwegian. What we wanted to find out was whether 
Canadian wood was as good as ours for the purpose, and 
whether the results would be better ground at Ho6nefos. 
That I am satisfied about. By our careful system of 
grinding and treatment of the pulp, straining and refining, 
you will see that the pulp produced is much better and 
more uniform than the Canadians make it. First of all, I 
find that the reason that the Canadians do not produce a 
pulp of uniform quality is because they mix the woods, 
and, further, they do not grind fine enough—the pulp is 
often too coarse. Secondly, they do not seem to under 
stand the necessity of using an efficient system of sorting 
and refining the pulp. Thirdly, their chief object being to 
produce a maximum of output, rather than striking the 
happy medium and obtaining better results. But we do not 
intend to import Canadian pulp wood. It would be a far 
too expensive luxury for us to do this. It was simply an 
experiment, and our curiosity has been satisfied. We 
worked up about 20 tons from the imported wood.” 


Salt Wash Water to Be Used at Portsmouth. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURN AL.] 

PortsmoutH, N. H., November 28, 1905.—The paper 
making expert who is to have charge of the plant of the 
Publishers Paper Company when the manufacture of pa- 
per begins, was here recently looking over the premises 
He said that the company expects to be sending samples 
of its product to the various big publishing concerns about 
the first of February next. There will be tons of paper 
in each sample, and if it is found to work satisfactorily on 
the presses, as the expert is confident it will do, the manu 
facture will then be prosecuted to the full capacity of the 
plant. 

In the making of these samples salt water is to be used 
Hitherto enormous quantities of fresh water have been re- 
garded as an essential requisite of a paper mill, and the 
White Mountain Paper Company planned to bring a sup- 
ply to Freemans’ Point from South Berwick, Me., through 
a 48 inch pipe, at an estimated cost of $500,000; but the 
chemists and expert paper workers of the new company, 
after a series of experiments on a small scale, have de 
cided that just as good paper can be made with salt water, 
and the company is going ahead in full confidence that 
operations on an extensive scale will demonstrate that this 
finding of the experts is correct. 

The saving of expense in the use of salt water instead 
of fresh, if the experiment (or enterprise, for the chief pa- 
per maker says there is no experiment about it) proves 
successful, will be very great; and there is no danger that 
there will ever be any lack of salt water right at hand, in 
the Piscataqua River. What fresh water may be requiréd, 
for boilers and other uses for which salt water will not 
answer, will be supplied in sufficient quantity by the arte- 
sian wells already put down on the company’s grounds at 
the Point.

The Countervailing Duty Again. 


General Appraiser Somerville, for the Board of General 
\ppraisers, on Friday of last week handed down a decision 
sustaining the protest of O. S. Dane against the assessment 
of an additional duty of 25 cents per cord on an importa- 
tion of mechanically ground wood pulp imported from 
Canada. The importation was assessed by the collector 
at the port of Newport, Vt., at the rates under paragraph 
393 of the tariff act of July 24, 1807. 

The decision says in part: 

“The only exception taken by the importers in their 
protests is to the assessment of this countervailing duty of 
25 cents per cord on the wood used in manufacturing the 
various importations. It appears from the evidence that all 
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the wood pulp in question was manufactured by the Lake 
Megantic Pulp Company of Lake Megantic, Que., from 
wood cut entirely from private lands, and that none of such 
wood was taken from the Crown lands of England or of 
the Dominion of Canada, or from any other than private 
lands. It has been frequently held by the board that wood 
pulp of this character, namely, such as is manufactured ot 
wood cut on private lands, is not subject to any export 
duty and therefore is not liable to the countervailing duty 
In re Meyers & Co., &c. 

“The Myers case, on appeal being taken to the Circuit 
Court of the Northern District of New York, was affirmed, 
the Circuit Court holding that no countervailing duty can 


in question. 


be assessed upon wood pulp manufactured entirely from 
wood cut from private lands, such wood not being subject 
to any export duty. This decision was acquiesced in by the 
Government without further appeal. 

“Under the above findings of fact we accordingly hold 
that the protests are well taken. The protests are sustained 
and the collector's decision in each instance is reversed, 
with instructions to reliquidate the entries so as to remit the 
countervailing duty of 25 cents per cord as assessed on said 
merchandise.”

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TRADE WITH THE PHILIPPINES. 


The Business With the Islands for the Fiscal Year Just Ended 
Makes a Favorable Showing—Comparative Figures Given 
on Imports of Paper and the Manufactures Thereof. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., November 28, 1905.—For the first 
time since the American occupation of the Philippine 
Islands there is a favorable showing in the trade conditions 
for the fiscal year in favor of the islands. In 1905 there 
is for the first time a considerable trade balance of ap- 
proximately a million and a half dollars in their favor 
The increase in the exports has been from $30,250,627 in 
1904 to $32,352,615 in 1905. On the other hand there has 
been a decrease in the imports from $33,220,761 in 1904 to 
$30,876,350 in 1905 

Under the heading of Books, Maps, Engravings and other 
printed matter there has been a decrease in importations 
for the year of $40,000 in round numbers, the total being 
only $89,237 as against $129,092 in 1904; the United States 
stands the major part of this loss, showing up with only 
$64,987 as against $122,244 in 1904. Spain shows an in 
crease from $4,150 to $21,108 

Of paper pulp in sheets there has been a decrease from 
$3,844 to $633, supplied by three countries: United States, 
$427; Spain, $181, and Japan, $25. For all other paper pulp 
the returns stand materially at the same figures, the returns 
for the year of 1903 showing a value of $247,241; in 1904 
the value was $251,243, and in 1905, $250,120. Of that 
amount the leading sources of supply was France, with a 
value of $71,324, Spain standing second with $50,253, and 
the United States third with $48,647, as against $38,390 last 
year. 

Paste and carton pierre importations show a steady de- 
cline from $14,060 in 1903 to $803 in 1904, and still further 
to $452 last year. Of the latter amount we contributed 
$411; the only other source of supply being Germany. 

Paper for printing purposes shows a marked increase 
from the 1,783,007 pounds at $73,820 in 1904 to 2,421,532 
pounds at $89,571 in 1905, although it is still behind the 
returns for 1903, which amounted to 2,634,631 pounds at

$02,269. In this particular line we have taken a marvelous 
jump into the place of leading source of supply, with a 
credit of 1,108,526 pounds at $36,399; Germany standing 
second with 650,716 pounds at $20,004, while Spain stands 
third with 269,905 pounds at $18,984, a material decrease 
from her shipment for the previous year. Japan, while 
not yet an important contributor, shows that she is de 
termined to take a stand in the field and supply and main 
tain it. 

Under the head of Wrapping Paper, Paper Bags and 
Boxes there has been an increase from 495,960 pounds at 
$26,305 in 1904 to 1,312,740 pounds at $55,906 during the 
past fiscal year, and here again we have taken a jump into 
the leading place as a source of supply, standing with 551,- 
068 pounds at $20,846 to our credit. China, Japan and the 
British East Indies all show a marked disposition to get 
their share of this trade; indeed the latter country is our 
closest competitor during the past year in this particular 
line. 

Blank books and headed papers show an increase from 
$26,584 to $30,546, Spain still leading with $10,523 as 
against $8,411, last year. China stands second with a value 
of $6,651, and the United States third with $6,481. 

Vriting paper and envelope imports show a slight de- 
crease during all of the past three years, the value for the 
past year being $71,770. The United States is the leading 
source of supply and there has been a slight gain in the 
value of our shipments. Spain, the next largest contribu- 
tor shows a slight decrease. 

Wallpaper imports are very inconsiderable, only amount- 
ing to $146 during the past yeaf, in which the United 
States held no part whatever. In straw paper and straw 
board there has been also a marked decrease in values, 
from 498,959 pounds at $24,e23 to 417,621 pounds at $11,- 
618. Here again we are losing what little hold we had on 
the trade, the leading source of supply being China.

Pinchot to Attend Canadian Forestry Convention.

received from Mr. Gifford Pinchot, chief forester for the 
United States, that he will be present at the Canadian For 
estry Convention, to be held in Ottawa in January, and do 
all in his power to assist toward making it a success. Mr 
Pinchot has been one of the strongest forces in bringing 
the forestry movement to the front in the United States 
and organized the United States Bureau of Forestry on a 
business basis, securing for it the sympathy and support of 
the commercial interests throughout the neighboring repub 
lic. 

Dr. A. Scheck, the agent of the German Government, 
who has been making an exploration of Canada in order 
to prepare a report on the forests of the Dominion for his 
Government, will also be present amd take part in the 
convention. 

The secretary of the forestry convention has been notified 
by the University of Toronto that Prof. B. Ramsey Wright, 
Dr. J. H. Faull and R. M. Thompson have been appointed 
to represent the university at the convention. Prof. Henry 
Montgomery has also been appointed to represent Trinity 
College. Word has been received from Dr. W. Peterson, 
of McGill University, that steps will be taken to appoint 
representatives to the convention, and in view of the great 
importance of the subject the university will give the move- 
ment all possible support. The authorities of the Univer- 
sity of Ottawa have appointed Rev. Prof. J. A. Lajeunesse 
to represent the university. Mgr. J. U. K. Laflamme will 
represent Laval University. Hon. Arthur Peters, Premier 
of Prince Edward Island, will probably attend the con 
vention, but in any case one of the members of the Govern- 
ment will be present a

In a Circular Letter the Spaulding & Tewksbury Company, 
Propound Certain Questions, the Answers to Which, it 
Seems, Might Warrant Such an Organization. 


Benjamin Spaulding, of the Spaulding & Tewksbury 
Company, of Boston, Mass., has sent a circular letter to 
dealers in box boards, in which he solicits their views on 
conditions in the board line, and in addition asks them if 
a dealers’ organization is not warranted. The letter fol- 
lows: 

Boston, November 21, 1905 

GENTLEMEN—In view of the reorganization of the box 
board manufacturers to sustain prices, and also on account 
of the possibility that the present advance may be fol- 
lowed by conditions which will be to the disadvantage of 
the trade generally, it seems desirable to get the opinion of 
responsible dealers as to what they think is good policy, so 
that both the dealer and the manufacturer can unite on 
some systematic plan that will commend itself to all con- 
cerned, and enable the dealers to serve the manufacturers 
more effectually, and also to credit them with more influ- 
ence with the consumer. 

The past methods that have prevailed in the board busi- 
ness have served to disorganize and discredit the board 
business with every consumer, and the dealer, as well as 
the manufacturer, has suffered thereby. 

If any reasonable solution can be suggested by the dealers 
that would commend itself to the manufacturers, would it 
not be your opinion that it would be wise for the dealers to 
co-operate, so as to become more efficient and helpful in 
bringing about a better order of things? To this end we 
ask your views in general, as suggested by the above, and 
also to the following specific questions: 

1. Do you favor limiting the sale of box boards to the 
authorized dealers exclusively? 

2. Do you favor having all mills belonging to the present 
manufacturers’ organization discontinue the employment of 
salesmen and soliciting trade direct? 

3. Do you believe in a commission in excess of 5 per 
cent. of the selling price f. o. b. mill? 

4. Would you be satisfied with 5 per cent. if the manu- 
facturers would withdraw from selling direct and adopt 
a system that would give the authorized dealer his full 
share of opportunity with all the trade? 

5. Do you not think such changes as the above would 
very largely improve conditions affecting the sale of the 
board mills’ production and secure the fair service of every 
organized dealer in a much more effective way than now 
exists? 

6. Would you favor a fixed price for a term of six 
months? Would you favor a fixed price for a term of 


twelve months?

Fox River Still Navigable. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

ApPpLeTON, Wis., November 27, 1905.—Navigation on the 
Fox River is still open. A year ago it closed November 16. 
Navigation is not declared closed until nature locks up 
the waterways with ice. Then it is that the Government 
says it is “closed,” and thereupon the bridge and lock ten- 
ders put their machinery in order for the winter and go 
into hibernation till spring. It is apparent then that the 
season this year is later than usual. The fall rains have 
not been as copious as they generally are, and there is not 
much water to spare over the top of the Menasha dam. 
When navigation closes, however, which may occur any 
day now, the mills will be permitted to draw the water to 
18 inches below the crést of the dam. At present 
the mills are using the full natural flow of the river, and 
it is hoped they may be able to carry it well into the win- 
ter, if not entirely through it. Fox River. 


Wisconsin Water Power Excellent. 


AppLeton, Wis., November 27, 1905.—Water power in 
Wisconsin is still excellent, the mills having all they can 
use profitably, though none to spare. The ground wood 
mills are also running part, if not all, their grinders. Navi- 
gation on the Fox River has closed, not on account of ice, 
for there is none, but because the boat owners have thought 
best to lay up, fearing to be caught away from home when 
the river suddenly closes. The weather so far this fall has 
been unusually warm and pleasant, with no snow whatever 
and but one or two nights cold enough to stiffen the 
ground.

The ma 
chine is one of the finest of its kind and was regarded with 
much satisfaction by all the people connected with the mill, 
as well as visitors to the plant. Within a very few weeks, 
possibly two weeks, a Horne machine will also be put in 
operation, and then business will certainly hum in Mill No 
3, as it is already humming in the other mills of the Bryant 
Paper Company, the entire plant of three mills being the 
largest in this State and among the very largest in the 
country 

A man who has made the rounds of the various mills 
and knows the paper business in all its details, said the 
other day that he could count on the fingers of one of his 
hands the entire number of mills in the United States that 
are as large or larger than the Bryant plant. No. 3 mill 
has been in course of construction for fourteen months and 
is now practically completed, which greatly increases the 
capacity of the entire plant. The leading interest at the 
mill just now is the new machine, which occupies one en- 
tire side of the machine room. It is a Fourdrinier machine, 
128 inches wide, and is capable of making paper at least 119 
inches’ wide, and possibly even wider. 

It is constructed after the most up to date model and 
has all the very latest improvements, including the latest 
improved gun winder, which winds the paper tighter than 
it was formerly wound and meets the trade demand satis- 
factorily. The rolls of paper come out hard and firm and 
with smooth, even edges. It does away with the necessity 
of hiring boys, whose duties it is to watch the rolls and 
keep them even. The machine, which, by the way, is a 
double decker, having two decks of dryers, making in all 
twenty-three dryers, can readily be stopped 

The Horne machine has three decks of dryers, which 
gives it twenty-nine sets and a capacity for six more sheets 
of paper than the ordinary machine, which has but two 
decks. There is also a reel winder on the Beloit ma- 
chine, which is entirely new in style and is quite an adjunct, 
as it greatly expedites the work. This reel winder has its

FOREIGN NOTEs. 





rhe report of the Department of Technology of the City 
and Guilds of London: Institute for the session 1904-05 
shows a serious falling off in the number of students de- 
voted to the subject of paper manufacture. The registered 
classes, seven, were the same &s in the previous year, but 
the students in attendance fell from 169 in 1903-04 to 61 
last year. The candidates at the examinations in 1904 were 
50 and the passes 21; whereas this year the candidates at 
the examinations were only 30 and the passes 18. In hon- 
ors there were one first, four seconds and eight failures— 
in ordinary, four firsts, nine seconds and eight failures— 
the percentage of failures being 40. The acting ex- 
aminers (Messrs. C. F. Cross and G. Clapperton) 
report: “The number of papers submitted this year 
is fewer than the last, which, with the quality of the matter, 
may be taken to show that more selection of the candidates 
has been exercised by the class directors than heretofore. 
There is still exceptional weakness in the honors grade.

It would seem that the standard obtained is still very low, 
and possibly this may arise from a confusion of aims on 
the part of the students, or on the side of the teachers. 
We hope that the instruction encouraged by the institute 
will not be made of too exclusively ‘practical’ a character. 
Chere is plenty of time to be ‘practical,’ and students can- 
not be too much impressed with first principles; their 
training, in our opinion, cannot be too ‘theoretical.’ The 
examination test is not to be put in competition with prac- 
tical experience, the two things being quite distinct. The- 
oretical training is the means for making practical train- 
ing fruitful.” 

We learn from our contemporary, the Papier Zeitung, 
that a meeting of those interested in founding an associa- 
tion of chemists connected with the paper and pulp indus- 
tries was held in Berlin on the 17th inst., at the Restau- 
rant Zum Heidelberger (Central Hotel, Eingang von der 
Dorotheenstrasse). Preliminary matters were discussed, 
and the proposal to found an association met with the de- 
sired support, a committee being appointed to carry out the 
necessary arrangements. Papers bearing on the matter were 
read. It is understood that two gentlemen in England, 
ene in Christiania, one in Hungary, and thirteen in Ger- 
many have expressed their willingness to become members 
of an association of paper mill chemists. As a start the 
idea is favored of forming a German association, admitting 
foreign members. Similar associations, it is believed, could 
be formed in other countries, and some arrangement sub- 
sequently made to work in joint interest.

Oskarstrém Sulfit Aktiebolag, Oskarstrém, 
near Halmstad, 7,000 tons easy bleaching. Four other 
chemical pulp mills are also under consideration for 
Sweden.

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BAGASSE. 


Its Utilization and Treatment as a Paper Making Raw Mate- 
rial—The Beginnings of the Author’s Bagasse Investi- 
gations—Competing Methods of Boiling. 


It has suggested itself to me that before proceeding into 
further details with regard to the production of paper from 
bagasse I should, perhaps, interpolate a personal statement 
—although I may 
indicate, and also to justify, my personal claim to be heard 
at all on the subject of the treatment of fibres, and, for the 
time, of bagasse in particular, says an American expert in 
The World’s Paper Trade Review. 

It may be known to many of my readers that Messrs. 
G. and J. A. Noble, of Lombard street, London, E. C., were 
in conjunction with the late Mr. Thomas Routledge, the in- 
troducers of esparto into Great Britain as a paper making 
material. I had family with the Messrs. 
Noble, and although I was personally too young at the time 
to see or appreciate the start of operations in experiment- 
ing with esparto, I heard, and became familiar with, the 
early history of it. In due time I went to the Ford Works 
to get a practical insight into the working of 
esparto, and, indeed, lived at the house of Mr. Routledge. 
At first neither of the interested parties had the time to 
spare to visit Spain or Northern Africa, where esparto was 
indigenous, and Mr. Routledge conducted his earliest ex- 
periments at Eynsham, in Oxfordshire. Meanwhile 
Messrs. G. and J. A. Noble had their jute, hemp, coir and 
general fibre business to attend to, and three or four public 
sales every week with which to engage themselves. Later 
on, however, these parties sent out representatives to Spain, 
who became their resident agents there, and bought up 
esparto for them in that country and shipped it to Great 
Britain. At a still later period the late Mr. Edward Lloyd 
followed the same policy with regard to Northern Africa. 

After that time I ran some experimental paper mills in 
Wales, working on palm leaves and diss, but these were of 
too mixed a character to yield successful results. Then a 
trial was made with green rye as a forage crop, and, that 
being a success, I was sent to (sermany to push the process. 
Finding, however, that there was more demand for expert 
services in connection with the boiling of straw, I turned 
my attention to that department of paper making, and re- 
mained in Germany about two years, erecting plants at 
various mills. 

Having exhausted this work, I returned to England, and 
rejoining Messrs. G. and J. A. Noble, I traveled among the 
paper mills for some time selling esparto. At this time 
the Government in power in Spain was of a very unstable 
character, and, foreseeing that it would eventually bring 
about its own ruin, I joined the Gothenburg Commercial 
Company, of London, a branch house of the 
Roundahls Company, of Gothenburg, Sweden, who owned 
sugar paper mills, &c. On their behalf I traveled, visiting 
during a period of three years all the mills in Great Britain 
and Ireland, and selling chiefly wood pulp

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News From THE MILLS. 





There is a report that a paper mill will shortly be built 
near Carlton, Minn. 


A carload of Chilian pine was recently received at Nor- 
folk, N. Y., and was cooked just for an experiment. 


Work on the new cutter room of the West Virginia 
Pulp and Paper Company’s plant is progressing rapidly. 


John Heintzkill, employed in the mill of the Hoberg Pa- 
per Company, at Green Bay, Wis., suffered a broken shoul- 
der last week. 


Herman Kozitzke, employed in the mill of the Patten 
Paper Company, at Appleton, Wis., had three fingers of his 
left hand seriously hurt last week. 

J. W. Abbott, a former resident of Norristown, Pa., is 
now managing the paper mill at Swarthmore. The mill 
was closed for a long time until Mr. Abbott took charge. 


The paper mill at Milton, N. H., has been leased to a 
firm of Boston and Haverhill (Mass.) men, and the manu- 
facture of roofing paper is to begin there at an early 
date. 


The Bloomsburg Paper Company, of Bloomsburg, Pa., 
which was destroyed by fire two weeks ago, causing a loss 
estimated at $50,000, will be rebuilt by the owners, the heirs 
of the late James M. Shaw. 


William Baruth, heretofore employed in the Kaukauna 
mill of the Union Bag and Paper Company as foreman, 
has transferred his services to the Charles S. Boyd Paper 
Company, of the same place. 


Work on the new mill being erected for the Monarch 
Paper Company at Kalamazoo, Mich., is progressing rap- 
idly. The walls are nearly completed, and it is expected 
the roof will be on within thirty days’ time. 

The plant of the Carolina Paper Pulp Company, at James 
City,steamed up for the first time yesterday and theresult was 
satisfactory. Actual work will not begin for several weeks, 
as the machinery equipment is incomplete. The concern 
will employ sixty men. 

Work on the Oxford Paper Company’s new extension 
at Rumford Falls, Me., is progressing very rapidly. Al- 
ready the walls are up and within a short period the roof 
will be completed. This addition is to make room for two 
large paper making machines. 


Williams Nevers, employed in the Old Berkshire Mills, 
at Dalton, Mass., is confined to his home by injuries 
received last week, while at work about the machinery. 
The man sustained severe injuries about the head, and 
his body was badly bruised by falling from a platform 
against a revolving pulley. . 

The Swift River Paper Company, of West Ware, Mass., 
which has been incorporated with a capital of $175,000, will 
succeed the West Ware Paper Company, which was burned 
out last April. The old employees are pleased at the pros- 
pect of the rebuilding of the mill. The corporation is new 
in name only, the officers being those of the former com- 
pany. 

The Lee Paper Company at Vicksburg, Mich., has in its 
employ a large number of Poles, and to assist in their bet 
terment the company has decided to establish a night school 
to be conducted every evening in the ruling room of the 
mill. A competent teacher and interpreter will be em- 
ployed, and English and other common branches will be 
taught. 

The Genesee Paper Company, of Rochester, N. Y., will 
be formally dissolved February 24, 1906, unless interested 
parties should appear meantime and show cause to the 
contrary. Inability to secure a renewal of the lease of the 
property at the Lower Falls, owned by the Rochester Rail- 
way and Light Company, is given as the principal reason 
for the closing down of the plant. 

Peter G. Thompson, of the Champion Coated Paper 
Company, of Hamilton, Ohio, is said to have bought 40,000 
acres of land in Haywood County, North Carolina, between 
Asheville and Waynesville, and will construct a pulp mill 
there. The land is part of the old Colonel Thomas lands. 
These were sold not long ago at $1 an acre. The 40,000 
acres just sold brought $10 an acre. The pulp mill which 
will be built will, it is said, require 300 cords of suitable 
wood per day, and the company has made a contract with 
the Southern Railway to haul wood from along the line of 
their railway to the mill in sufficient quantity to keep it 
running. It is expected that contracts will be made with 
the people along the Murphy Branch of the Western Road 
to supply this wood. 

Some few weeks ago the Phoenix Tissue Mills, of Phoe- 
nix, N. Y., which plant has been operated by Leman J. Car- 
rier, passed into the hands of a new corporation, the L. J. 
Carrier Manufacturing Company, which was ‘recently in- 
corporated under New York State laws with a capital of 
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$50,000, with these officers: L. J. Carrier, president ; George 
B. Brand, vice president; J. A. Lapman, secretary and 
treasurer. These officials, with Frank M. Breed, of Phe- 
nix, N. Y., and George T. Johnson, of Boston, Mass., com- 
prise the board of directors. The new company will con- 
tinue the manufacture of tissue papers and will shortly 
increase the product, as its new 76 inch machine will be 
soon in operation. The L. J. Carrier Manufacturing Com- 
pany has bought the patents covering the “Boston Oval” 
toilet fixture, which will be manufactured by the company 
and placed on the market very soon. The license to sell 
the “Boston Oval” toilet fixture in New England, however, 
has been granted to George T. Johnson, of Boston.

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One for a Pulp Grinding Machine Granted to Bernhard 
Kihigren, of Holyoke, Mass.—A Felt Cleaner Patented 
by Matthew Miller, of Darby, Pa. 


Bernhard Kihlgren, of Holyoke, Mass., has invented a 
certain new and useful improvement in wood pulp grinding 
machines. 

This invention relates to improvements in a machine or 
apparatus for grinding wood for paper pulp; and the inven- 
tion especially relates to that description of machine for 
the purpose indicated which comprises in combination with 
a grinding wheel, one or more cylinders having pistons 
therein subject to a pressure thereto and operable to force 
the billets or portions of wood to be reduced against the 
grinding wheel and a secondary or auxiliary piston working 
in a cylinder therefor and in conjunction with arrangements 
for causing the secondary piston to force wood to be re- 
duced against the grinding wheel in intervals intermediate 
between the times that the piston or pistons in the pri- 
mary cylinder or cylinders are maintaining the wood to the 
working action of the grinding wheel, whereby during a 
refilling of the wood receiving chamber or chambers the 
head of the primary piston or pistons will have grinding 
operation carried out on the wood supplied between the 
secondary piston and the grinding wheel to the end of ac- 
quiring the maximum of grinding work by utilizing the 
time requisite for recharging the machine with new wood 
at one place by grinding wood supplied at another place in 
the machine. 

The object of the invention is to so organize the ma- 
chine as to establish a working pressure by one piston 
against the wood adjacent a primary cylinder, at such time 
relieving the working pressure from the piston of the sec- 
ondary cylinder and to acquire a reversal of these condi- 
tions, all by the means of a lessened number and simplified 
arrangement of parts, valves, and conduits than has hereto- 
fore been necessary in this class of machines, to produce a 
machine or apparatus the alternating actions of different 
portions of which may be controlled more conveniently and 
by a lessened number of valves than has heretofore been 
required. : 

The invention consists in the combinations and arrange- 
ments of parts, conduits, and valves, as hereinafter de- 
scribed in conjunction with the accompanying drawings and 
set forth in the claims. 

In the drawings, Fig. 1 is a side elevation, with important 
parts in central vertical section, of a wood pulp grinding 
machine comprising two primary cylinders with working 
piston therein and one secondary cylinder and working 
piston. Figs. 2 and 3 are sectional views, on a larger scale, 
of the transfer valves shown in their different positions 
relatively to several conduits having their junctions at 
such valve. 

Similar characters of reference indicate corresponding 
parts in all of the views. 

In the drawings, A represents a rotary pulp wood grind- 
ing wheel enclosed within a suitable casing 10 and under- 
stood as having suitable driving means therefor. Adjacent 
the grinding wheel is a primary chambered casing B for 
pulp wood opening endwise to the grinding wheel, and C 
represents a secondary pulp wood chamber, shown as hav- 
ing a location similarly adjacent the grinding wheel, but 
in a different radial line from the chamber B. The intent 
is that wood in the chamber B shall be ground with as 
great continuity as possible and with only intervals of 
non-working as are occasioned for the replenishment of the 
wood supply therein, while the wood disposed in the sec 
ondary chamber C is in accordance with the capability of 
this machine to have pressure exerted thereagainst, forcing 
it to the grinding wheel only at such time as the pressure 
means conjunctive to the primary chamber B is retired 
and passive or where there is a plurality of the primary 
chambers at the time when the pressure means for one or 
another of the primary chambers is retired and passive 

In the machine, shown as organized, two of the primary 
pulp wood chambers B-and B* are provided with cylinders, 
pistons, conduits, and valves, respectively and similarly 
appurtenant thereto, and in the further detailed description 
the machine will first be set forth in its aspect of compris- 
ing one primary and one secondary pylp wood chamber, 
with followers for the pulp wood and instrumentalities for 
controlling the followers, whereby when one is exerting 
pressure the other is passive, and vice versa. 

Adjoined to and in longitudinal continuation of the cham- 
bered pulp wood casing B and C are the primary and sec- 
ondary cylinders D and FE, having pistons F and F’, re- 
spectively, therein with piston shafts or bars G and G’, 
which extend through the inner end wall or partition of 
each cylinder and constitute with the enlargements 12 the 
followers for the pulp wood 

By reason of the considerable bulk of cross sectional size 
of the piston bars GG’ one of the chambers in each cylin- 
der D and F, divided from the other chamber in each cyl 
inder. is of materially lessened cross sectional area, and 
thereby the pressure fluid in communication at one time 


from the same source of pressure supply will be effective 
in the cylinder chamber a to overpower the opposing pres 
sure in the chamber 6 in the same cylinder, the pressure 
likewise in chamber a* being effective normally to over- 
power the pressure in chamber ’ of the cylinder E. 

The chambers a and a’ may be properly regarded as 
working chambers, while those b and b? have the functions 
of retracting or piston retiring chambers. 

In the apparatus as here shown the source of pressure 
supply is represented as a reservoir H, understood as having 
a water supply inlet 13 and in which, as commonly done in 
apparatuses of this general description, a volume of air is 
maintained at an ample pressure within the upper portion 
of the reservoir and above the water therein. The pipe d 
runs from connection with the fluid pressure supply H to 
the retracting chamber 6 of cylinder B, and by a branch d’ 
thereof like connection is established with the retracting 
chamber b’ in the cylinder E. A pipe f leads from con- 
nection with the reservoir H to the working chamber a of 
the primary cylinder D. A pipe g, branching from the 
conduit f, leads into the working chamber a’ of the sec- 
ondary cylinder E and adjacent the junction of the conduit 
F and pipe g, and there connected by a valve inclosing fit- 
ting 14 is a waste pipe h. Within said fitting connect- 
ing the three pipes—that is, g, h, and the two angularly 
disposed sections 15 and 16 of the conduit f—is the cock 
J, having the handle 17 for operating it and having in the 
plug or body thereof the ways j and 7 and so arranged 
that open be established from the 
pressure supply H to working chamber a, the pipe branch 
g being out of connection with the pressure supply, as rep- 
resented in Fig. 2, or that by shifted position of the valve 
J the sections 15 and 16 of the conduit f will be closed

one from the other, the pipe section 15 being in open com- 
munication with the branch g to give fluid pressure into the 
working chamber a* of the secondary cylinder simulta- 
neously with the making of connection between the section 
16 of conduit f and the waste pipe A. 

A pipe & is shown as having a branch connecting from 
the pipe g for waste, here shown as discharging into the 
pulp channel or canal ¢ and having a shut off cock m. 

In operation, the pulp wood chamber B being charged 
with the wood billets or pieces to be reduced to pulp, the 
secondary chamber C, being likewise charged, the cock m 
will be closed and the cock J placed in the position repre- 
sented in Fig. 2, whereupon the pressure fluid supply will 
have power access from the reservoir into the primary 
cylinder working chamber to overpower the opposing pres- 
sure exerted constantly from the same source of supply at 
the other side of the piston F in the chamber b, and the 
communication for pressure in the working chamber a’ of 
the secondary cylinder will be suspended. When the wood 
supply in the casing B has been reduced and requires re- 
plenishment, the valve J will be shifted to the position 
shown in Fig. 3, whereupon pressure in chamber a becomes 
terminated, the pressure constantly maintained in chamber 
b becomes efficient to retire the piston F and the follower 
G 12 to the leftward, and the drainage way is open from 
working chamber a to the relief or waste pipe h, and simul- 
taneously with these conditions and actions the fluid pres- 
sure has access from the reservoir by way of conduit sec- 
tion 15, valveway 7, and pipe g¢into the working chamber 
a’ of the secondary cylinder to secure the forcing down- 
ward of the follower G’* 12 for the accomplishment of 
grinding of the wood in casing C, which grinding will con- 
tinue while pulp wood chamber B is being replenished, and 
then when the valve J is shifted back to the position of 
Fig. 2 the grinding of the wood in casing B will be re- 
sumed and the grinding action in casing C will be sub- 
stantially discontinued. In order, however, that so soon as 
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the valve J is shifted from the position of Fig. 3 to that of 
Fig. 2 there will be an instant of open communication be- 
tween the working chamber a’ of the secondary cylinder E 
and the waste pipe h by way of the pipe g to slightly re- 
lieve the pressure on the follower of the piston F’, the cock 
J is shown as having in addition to the ways j and / the 
third somewhat restricted way j*, which during the shift- 
ing or transitory movement of the cock opens communica- 
tion between pipe g and waste pipe h. In this way there 
is a slight letting up of the follower head 12 of the piston 
shaft G’ sufficient to compensate for the elasticity of the 
wood in the casing C, and so that when the wood forcing 
motor comprised in the parts D and B resumes its work 
such resumption may be accomplished without shock or 
violence in the machine. 

Of course there will be times when the piston F* in the 
secondary cylinder must be fully retired, correspondingly 
fully withdrawing the follower head for taking a new sup- 
ply of pulp wood into the secondary chamber C, and this 
may be performed by setting the cock J over to the posi- 
tion of Fig. 2 and opening the shut off cock m in the 
drainage branch pipe k, whereupon, as manifest, a dis- 
charge way is established for withdrawal of the fluid from 
the working chamber a’ and the constantly maintained fluid 
pressure in the retracting chamber b’ becomes efficient for 
the retirement of the piston F* and its follower : 

Having now described the organization in the machine 
of the primary motor and a secondary motor operable rela- 
tively to the common grinding wheel for accomplishing a 
constant wood grinding, whether it be at a given time of 
the billets pressed against the stone by the primary motor 
or by the secondary motor, it becomes easily apparent that 
duplication of the primary motor and of its conjunctive 
conduits and valve equipments, whereby it is likewise co- 
operative with those of the secondary motor, is a matter 
of additional provision with mo extension, so far as the 
invention is concerned, of the idea of means, and so in the 
machine here illustrated primary motors for simultaneous 
action are included at the right-hand as well as at the 
left-hand side of the machine, in such a way that when 
either one is rendered temporarily inactive loss saving ac- 
tion becomes instantaneously established in and by the sec- 
ondary motor. 

In this wood grinding apparatus there is as components 
of all of the instrumentalities and for the establishment of 
all of the conditions and the performance Of all of the ac- 
tions described an unusually few parts and appliances. 
It is also true that none of the water effectively utilized in 
the chambers a’ b* for the retirement of the pistons and 
followers ever goes to waste, and while the contraction of 
the cylinder area in the chambers a’ b’ by the presence in 
such chambers only of the piston shafts enables the em- 
ployment of motor fluid from a common source and at the 
pressure at which it may be found in connection with the 
retracting chambers, as well as with the working chambers 
a b, the effectiveness of the motive fluid becoming variable 
by reason of the differences in the cylinder areas, this in- 
vention is not to be limited in all respects to this highly 
desirable, though non-essential arrangement, for it is quite 
practicable to effect the retirement of the piston by having 
the retracting chambers in connection with a source of low 
pressure supply. 

Having thus described my invention, what I claim, and 
desire to secure by Letters Patent, is— 

1. In a wood pulp grinding machine, a grinding wheel, 
primary and secondary casings for the wood, said casings 
being endwise open adjacent the wheel, and cylinders, com- 
bined with said casings, having pistons therein, dividing the 
cylinders into working and retracting chambers, and follow- 
ers, connecting with the piston shafts and located in the 
wood chambers, a source of pressure supply, and pipes ex- 
tending therefrom to the retracting chambers in both cylin- 
ders, a conduit connecting said supply and the working 
chamber of the primary cylinder, a conduit branching from 
the aforenamed conduit and connecting into the working 
chamber of the second cylinder, and a pipe branching from 
said first named conduit for waste, and said branching pipes 
having, in connection therewith and at their junction, a 
valve having plural ways. 

2. In a wood pulp grinding machine, a grinding wheel, 
primary and secondary casings for the wood, said casings 
being endwise open adjacent the wheels, and cylinders, 
combined with said casings, having pistons therein, divid- 
ing the cylinders into working and retracting chambers, and 
followers, connected with the piston shafts and located in 
the wood chambers, a source of pressure supply, and pipes 
extending therefrom to the retracting chambers in both 
cylinders, a conduit connecting said supply and the work- 
ing chamber of the primary cylinder, a conduit branching 
from the aforenamed conduit and connecting into the work- 
ing chamber of the second cylinder, and a pipe branching 
from said first named conduit for waste, and said branch- 
ing pipes having, in connection therewith and at their 
junction, a valve having plural ways, and a waste pipe in 
communication with the second cylinder working chamber, 
having a cock.

ton shaft, by the presence of its portion within the cylinder 
to the one side of the piston, establishing a cross-sectional 
cylinder area less than the cylinder area at the other side 
of the piston, a source of pressure supply and conduits ex- 
tending therefrom to the full sized and reduced chambers 
in the cylinder, means for shutting off the fluid supply con- 
nection with the working chamber of the cylinder and 
means for opening said chamber for relief or waste.
